Tho New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany demanded an invesilgaUon its 
floon as tho wrongdoing ot tho Equlta- 
bio begnu to be aired. In compliance 
with this request tho legislative com- 
mUteo begun to probe Into Us affairs. 
What It has brought out Is not a bit 
pi on slug to Its officers nud Is disquiet- 
ing to those carrying policies with tho 
company. It is. not as bad as Iho 
Equitable, but It Is serious enough. 

Looseness and extravagance nre be- 
ing unearthed, The salary of the pros- 
Went, Jouu A. McCall, has been ad- 
vanced from 523,000 to 5100,000 In a 
fan- -years, and without substantial 
reason. Ills pay was put up to this 
princely figure because that of tho 
president of tho Equitable was raised 
to these figures, not that he was worth 
It. In other ways tho money of tho 
Insured has been going for purposes 
never intended by the articles of tit;so- 
clatlon and which In no way contrib- 
uted to the strength of tho company. 

The life Insurance officials now un- 
der fire in New York riro trying to jus- 
tify their bond-floating syndicates by 
showing that If they did make money 
for themselves they mode more money 
for the policyholders whoso funds they 
nsed. In many cases these bond- Heat- 
ing operations were profitable to all 
concerned. However, It Is questionable 
whether the same amount of money, 
Invested without syndicate aid, would 
not have brought as large returns. 
Furthermore, If there were profits, 
how about the lasses? Hero arc bomo 
of the more conspicuous losses that 
have come to light during the present 
Investigation; 

Tho officials of one company took it 
into partnership with them for $3,S75,- 
000 in a flotation of securities- of the 
New Orleans street railway system. 
The street rail ways went Into n re- 
ceivership, nnd the company charged 
ofT a loss of 5320,000 of Its policy- 
holders' money. Tho oflVcinls of this 
and another great company took them 
into partnership for 5-1,000,000 and 
51,500,000, respectively, In the flota- 
tion of a trust's securities. The hitter 
company already has charged up a 
Iohs of 5200,000. Tho other bus sold 
5500,000 of Its holdings at a loss of 
5SO.O00, and the sale of the remainder 
at present prices would result H a 
further loss ot 5430,000. And tho end

Admiral Togo's flagship, the Mlkasa 
which was destroyed by tiro and the 
explosion of her magazine at an early 
hour Monday morning, was lying nt 
anchor In the harbor of Snscbo nt the 
time ot the disaster. Hundreds of 
lives, Including about 300 members of 
her crew and men from other "a hips 
who wont to tho, rescue, were lost, II 
Is hoped the vessel enn be repaired. 
Tho II I tie town, which has risen to 
prominence since the outbreak ot the 
recent war, had passed it quiet Sunday. 
In the harbor were several warships 
that had taken part In the annihilation 
of tho formidable navy of Russia. Tho 
qulot of the night was violently dis- 
turbed a tittle after midnight by a 
terrific explosion, ' accompanied ,by a 
severe shock.

Sho had four submerged torpedo tubes. 

The Mlkasa won a lasting name la 
annals of naval warfaro on May 27. At 
noon on that dny Admiral Rojcstvenaky, 
with a fleet of thirty-six ships. Including 
eight battleships, three coast defense 
ships, three nrmorcd cruiaers, fivo pro- 
tected cruiser*, four hospital and repair 
ships, nnd thirteen destroyers, was met 
by Admiral Toso In tho Mlkasa. Tho 
clash came when the Russians wero pass- 
Inr Astishimn Islaud, at the narrowest 
part of the straits, midway between 
japan and Korea. There Togo gave 
battle. 

The Russian licet was formed In two 
Hoes, the cruisers and small ships on tho 
west, the battleships on tho enst. Togo's 
licet Bwimg nionnd from behind the isl- 
and of Tsushima and attacked the Rus- 
sians from the west. The Russian for- 
mation wns fatal. Between Ilojest- 
vensky's light battleships and Toko wcro 
all of his smaller ships, and his heavy 
gua flro waa blanketed at the beginning 
of tho battle. 

As the afternoon ware alanc Togo 
crowded tho Russian fleet nearer and 
nearer the Japanese coast, Tha battle- 
ships Borodino and Knlai Souraroff 
were sunk early In tho Dght,. Attar sun- 
set the Japanese torpedo boats attacked. 
The Russian fleet was practically wiped 
out before Sunday morning. Oho battle- 
ship and three cruiaers surrendered on 
Sunday, 

Togo sunk or captured twenty-five Rus- 
sian warships. Only -th» little cruiser 
Almax and n few destroyers escaped to 
Vladivostok. Vice Admiral Rojestven- 
■ky, seriously wounded, was taken pris- 
oner, as was Rear Admiral Nobogatofr. 
Rear Admiral Voelkorsam and Roar Ad- 
miral Eaqults wcro killed. 

Mare than 0,000 Russian sailors were 
killed or drowned, nnd mors than 3,000 
were taken prisoners, Togo's batUeshlpi 
and cruisers escaped practically unscath- 
ed, and be lost only three destroyers In 
tha battle. About 200 of his men wore 
killed and wounded. The Mlkasa bore 
scarcely a shell mark.

Whether the Russian government has 
tho means at Its disposal to cope with 
this extraordinary situation and prevent 
tho uso of Its territory as a battleground 
for a holy war remains to bo seen, *

iiifc of $1 4 5,000. 

Threatened with Instant removal from 
ofllco by Gov. J. Frank Ilnnly, who had 
mado three demands for his resignation, 
David E, Slicrrick, State Auditor of In- 
diana, resigned lib position, nut, how- 
ever, until tho (lovertior, after bavins 
cnllnd for his resignation three times, hail 
declared the olileo vacant. On a war- 
rant Issued by the Stnte prosecutor Shrr- 
rlck was arrested on a charge ot embez- 
zlement. The nllblavit on which the 
warrant Is based charges thnt Sherriclt 
hail embculcd the funds of tho State tu 
tho mount of $145,000, The Governor 
Immediately appointed Wnrrcn Blgler of 
Wahash, as Auditor, tho appointment to 
take effect the moment the appointee 
could arrange for his bond. 

In ousting Mr, Slicrrick from office 
Gov, Ilnnly alleges that the Auditor 
had boon guilty of "n plain and Inexcusa- 
ble violation of the law, and a gross be- 
'trayal of public trust" In investing and 
loaning funds belonging to the State to 
the amount of $145,000. The sum, the 
Governor nllegca, wns misused, having 
been Invested In private affairs. 

Sherrlck'was booked at the police sta- 
tion In Indianapolis, charged with em- 
bezzlement of the State's funds. He 
wnlved examination aud refused to talk 
concerning the case, referring all In- 
quirers to his attorney. 

An Indianapolis dispatch says that In- 
vestigation of the securities placed In 
the hands of tho Governor tends to show 
that they nre of nuniclont value to pro- 
tect the State, If taken with the $100,- 
000 bond of tho Amorlcan Surety Com- 
pany, Tho face valoo of these deposits, 
stocks, bonds, etc., given to protect tho 
State for the $145,107.80 due It, Is $172,- 
703.34, of which about $83,000 represents 
Investments in various mining enterprises 
.of a moro or lest speculative character. 
It la thought that the remnlnder, amount- 
ing to about $00,000, will be realized .on 
fully. Of this amount $10,025 la on de- 
posit at tho Farmers and Merchants* 
Bank of Cicero, Ind. 
- Tho notes given by the J. H. Murry 
Company, through W. S, . WIcknrd, 
■amounting to about $51,000, will be paid 
In full, according to Mr, WIckard. Notes 
aggregating $18,500, signed or Indorsed 
by Ebon H. Wolcdtt, former State Sena- 
tor, are thought' to be good for .face 
value, making a total of about $00,000 
that probably win he turned Into cash. 
In addition it Is thought probable that

In order to 
keep pace with this enormous growth In 
the population it will be seen that even 
though building records havo gobo to 
smash, the supply of homes can by no 
means bo lit excess of the dcmtuid when 
the general moving day of the year ar- 
rives, same six months hence. With the 
constant march of the city's vast army 
of commercial enterprises north ward In 
Manhattan it will bo npparant that the 
supply of now homes must tnko care not 
only of tha normal Increase In popula- 
tion, but of probably an etptal or greater 
number of persons who were forced by 
this commercial movement to tho north to 
seek homes farther away from tho great 
business centers. This constant crowd- 
ing out of the dwellers in the lower part 
of Manhattan Is growing more and more 
aggressive. Each year sees the, array of

COTTON IN QUEENSLAND. 

Two New Varieties Kvolrcd Through 
Hybridization, 

United States Consul Godlug, of 
N'ewcnatle, South Wales, scuds a re- 
port on two new species of 1 hybrid 
cotton In Queensland that should b« 
of Interest lu this country, says tho 
Snn Frnnciseo Chronicle. 

Two new varieties of cotton hara 
been evolved through hybridization by 
Dr. Tomntls, Ph. D., un Italian resid- 
ing near Colrun, Queensland, which 
promises to revolutionize the growing 
of this useful plant. To" these varie- 
ties Dr. Tomntls hns given tho nnmea 
of Cam vo idea I. and Caravan lea II. 

Can i voi i lea I. Is a cross between a 
long-stnpled cotton of the son Island 
variety, grown In Mexico, and the sea 
island of E'cru, resulting In a porcn- 
ii in! tree cotton, which ti lining a 
height varying from ton to fourteen 
feet. It Is plumed seven by soven 
feet apart, about 000 trees per ucrc. 
A tree six months old will bear a 
small crop the first season. A single 
tree Is aald to yield from.300 to 500 
bolls a season, these bolls being so 
large thnt seventy will weigh ono 
pound, thus producing 1,200 pounds of 
clcnu-glaued cotton' per ncrc. An of- 
fer has been uinde In Knglnnd to tako 
all the cotton produced at 20 cents pec 
pound on account of Hi superior quali- 
ties, Experts have pronounced It the 
best cotton yet grown, classing it aa 
wool cotton. G'nrnvonlca II. Is a a Ilk 
cotton nnd is of even greater value, 24 
ccntg per pound having, hcoii offered, 
hut the yield la not given. 



T,kc an Cattle or ITosi. 

T?rof. Thomas Shnw, of St, Paul, 
recommends the following preparation 
for disposing of lice on cattle or hogs: 

Take one-half pound of soft soap, 
or common soap If the soft -cannot be 
obtained, put this In one gallon of wa- 
ter nnd boll Btowly until the 8onp Is 
dissolved; then remove from the stove 
and add two gallons of coal oil, then 
bent until the sonpy water and oil nro 
thoroughly mixed, stirring It gently 
lu the meanwhile. 

When you wish to apply it, tnko 
what Is necessary from this stock and 
ndd from eight to ten times Its hulk 
of wnter and npply with a cloth or 
brush. Make a second application 
when the nils hutch out, usually about 
ten days after, to destroy this second 
crop.

The annual value of 
the pension roll on June 30, 3005, was 
Staa/N 5,205, ny the term "annual 
Yiiltio" Is meant the amount of money 
required to pay tho pensioners then 
on the roll for ono year.

Fifty thousand applications wero 
filed by -men and women seeking po- 
sitions in tho government Pcrvkc dur- 
ing a period of six months,- said an 
official of tlio Civil Service On m mis- 
sion the other day. These implications 
were inndo between Jan. 1 and.. limn 
30 of this year. Of tills number about 
45,000 took tho examination. As n 
rule, something liko 10 per cont of 
tint people who flic applications 'fall 
to take the examination. The Idea 
sotie people hnvo thnt there Is hut a 
small chance to get into the govern- 
ment servlco through the medium of a 
competitive examination ia contrary to 
statistics.

Crop conditloiiB nra Bummurlzoa as 
follows in tho weokfy bulletin or tho 
weather bureau: 

In ,lh» lower Mlwourl, central Minsk- 
■IPDl nnJ Ohio valley* the week wits 
cool and wet nml fiinii work wns mora 
or less Interrupted In thcao districts, 
mare pautcultirly In tho western por- 
tion*. Tho teiiipurntitre conditions In tho 
Atlnullc const nnd gulf districts anil on 
tho Tactile const were generally farora- 
ble. * 

Nolwlllistnnillng tho excessive hiolB- 
turo nnd cool weather over' the grciitor 
part o£ the com belt, generally corn lias 
rondo good progress toward maturity, 
having advanced *rnpldly in tlie northern 
and western portions. Much of tho crop 
Is already imfo and cutting !« general 
over tho southern portion of tho belt. 
In Iowa It Is estimated that four-fifths 
of tha. crop will bo safe from frost by 
tho 25th and tho remainder by the UOth. 

The harvesting of spring wheat Is now 
prnctlcally finished in North Diikotn 
and Minnesota. Large areas, however, 
on flooded lowlands in the last-named 
Btnto havo been abandoned. In North 
Dakota the little thrashing that has 
been done indicates disappointing yields, 
consldorabls being smutty. In South 
Dakota tho yield of spring wheat Is 
food, but the finality is variable. Thrash- 
ing Is completed In Oregon and harvest- 
ing is progressing under favorable con- 
ditions in Washington, excopt In the 
northwestern comities, where it has been 
interrupt cd by showers. 

In the Carollnna the cotton situation 
Is not materially changed at .compared 
with that of- tho previous week. In 
South Carolina n slight Improvement is 
indicated In localities nnd deterioration 
In others, tho plant having stopped grow- 
ing on clay soils. Slight Improvement 
is indicated In localities and deteriora- 
tion In others, the plant having stopped 
growing, on clay soils. Slight Improve- 
ments reported from Alabama and por- 
tions of Louisiana and Texas, but in 
Florida, Georgia, Tennessee, Missouri, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, Indian Territory 
and the greater part of Texas there has 
been mora Dr less deterioration, with 
Blight Improvement over scattered local 
areas, Boll weorlls and other pests are 
increasing In portions of Texas. Goner 
ally the weather conuultms throughout 
tho belt have been hljhly favorable for 
picking, which work* ha.i been actively 
carried on. 

In the, middle Atlantic States, New 
England aud tho Ohio valley the cutting 
and housing of tobacco have progressed 
nndcr favorable conditions, this work be- 
ing about half finished In Kentucky, 
nearly completed In Maryland, Virginia 
and Tennessee' and c quid lot cd In North 
Carolina. 

No improvement in tho npplo outlook 
is Indicated, a very poor crop being prom- 
ised In practically all of tho applo States, 

Tho general outlook for potatoes con- 
tinues unpromising, blight and decay 
being extensively reported, oxcept in New 
Knuland and portions of the Missouri 
valley, where tho prospects aro mora fa- 
vorable. In New England a good crop 
Is Indicated and In Iowa the carljr pota- 
toes are good, but tho lata have been 
damaged by blight, 

Plowing and seeding have nindo excel- 
lent progress throughout the central val- 
leys, lako region and middle Atlantic 
coast districts. 
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Sara to. Kumar Ghosh, the East Indian' 
author, Is expected to come to this coun- 
try next season on n lecture tour.

Tho 
male bird sits on the eggs' during tho 
night (5 p. m. to 9 a. m.), .the hen 
takes up sentry duty during the day 
and the curious thing Is that the pair 
arc punctual to a minute. Egga left 
unprotected for a single night will be 
useless next morning. The Incuba- 
tion lasts from forty-two to forty-five 
days. When 'eight days old tho chicks 
ore removed from the parent birds 
nnd put In a small inclosuro with an 
old woman or boy In charge to tamo 
thorn; unless this Is done they will, 
whan grown up, retain a great deal 
ot their wild .nature. 

When the feathers nrc required a 
cap Is placed ovor the head or the 
bird, which Is then put Into a box. Tho 
feathers are not. cut 'unless properly 
matured; that Is to say, when the 
blood vein running In tho quill tins 
sufficiently dried .up' so ns to prevent 
bleeding. Tho long wing feathers are 
cut about ono inch from tho flesh. 
Tho short ones are drawn.

"Millers have a good deal to con- 
tend with In modem times," said A- v 
H. Hull of Kansas City, In tho Mil- 
waukee Free PrcsB. "More than forty 
species of destructive moths and bee- 
tles Infest granarlCB, same of which 
were only'recontly Imported and some 
have been known as an enemy of 
stored gratn evor since very ancient 
times. It takes a keen oye to detect 
in apparently sound wheat the pres- 
ence of a 'granary weevil,' but it tho 
grains have been stung by '*• Incalcu- 
lable Injury may be- done la a short 
time. Another destructive Insect that 
Infests mills Is the flour motb, known 
as tho scourge of the flour mill. These 
Insects excel - In wob-splnnlng, and 
sometimes mix up so much with the 
grain that the machinery Is clogged 
and mills aro stopped for long pe- 
riods.

That the actual displacement of the 
reciprocating steam .. engine by tho 
steam turbine for many purposes Is 
proceeding at a rapid pace In this 
country Is Indicated la the statement 
that a single company, manufacturing 
but one of the several types of steam., 
turbines. In the United States, took 
orders within the last half year for 
turbines for generating electricity hav- 
ing a capacity, of 82,000 kilowatts, or 
nearly 110,000 horse power. Three 
of these 'engines are for a Brooklyn 
power station and will be the largest 
ever constructed. It Is interesting to 
note In this connection that wonderful 
as Is the transformation la power 
mechanism, there are engineers who 
predict a still. more radical change la 
the not distant future In the develop- 
ment of power from gas engines. This 
form of engine has been developed 
to a marked extent In Europe, espe- 
cially In Germany, and American and 
English engineers are Just beginning 
lo awake to the posslb 111 ties la this 
direction. According -to one author- 
ity, "we may yet seo steam engines 
and turbines sent to the scrap heap."
